Indianapolis, April 20, 1887. 
BdilOV Roundabout: 

Enclosed please find gas well 
clippings from Saturday, Monday 
and Tuesday's News, and a con- 
densed statement from Mr. 
Thompson, State Geologist. You 
will pardon me for writing so 
often, but it is important that 
Frankfort gets her first wells located 
over gas. Since Mr. T.'s paper was 
written, gas has been discovered 
in small quantities at Shelbyville, 
Rushville and Aurora, and our 
Brightem well abandoned, showing 
a trace of oil but no gas. It is 
quite difficult to get the real 
gas experts to talk to a stranger ; 
it is only the well drivers that 
talk. 

It is moderately certain that 
Indianapolis is in a flat, undis 
turbed stratum, and that we have 
no gas nearer than six to twelve 
miles. Noblesville, with its jumbo 
well, is only 21 miles off to the 
north; and Pendleton with its well 
only 25 miles east. It is for Mr. 
Proctor to investigate the point 
and determine whether it is not 
best to bore on the hill tops in 
stead of the bottoms. Our Indian- 
apolis experience proves that there 
are greater reasons to expect gas 
from a hill top; say from the 
Arsenal or Mr. J. L. Scott's resi- 
dence, than from Craw, or the 
prison, or the Gas-house; in fact, 
does not the Brislan well prove it. 
Only submit this point to Mr. 
Proctor and the resident incorpor- 
, and I will not bother you

Editor Roundabout: 

I hear a great deal of complaint 
about the conduct of both white 
and colored people at baptizings. 
I have lately come here, but I have 
been used to good behavior at all 
my baptizings. I was greatly sur- 
prised to hear in enlightened 
Frankfort of such bad conduct up 
on such a solemn occasion as a 
Christian baptizing. It might be 
expected in some uncivilized coun 
try or benighted Africa, but in a 
land of schools and religious train 
ing it seems to me that it would 
reflect very discreditably upon the 
community. There is no more 
solemn occasion than a baptizing. 
It is a command of our blessed 
Lord, who died for both white and 
colored, and when a class of peo- 
ple, I care not who they may be, 
rich or poor, white or colored, will 
come to a baptizing to make sport 
it shows very poor raising, very 
little manners, and a lacking in 
the upper story. 

I ask all who may be present 
to-morrow (Sunday) at the baptiz- 
ing to respect the occasion if not 
the people. 

It seems to me that the officers 
of the law should see that good 
order is kept and that people are 
not allowed to pull their skiffs 
right up to the spot where we are 
baptizing. I am certain that no 
such conduct would be allowed at 
a white baptizing and I trust that 
the best of behavior will be observ- 
ed to-morrow. I am told that 
boys throw sticks and rocks at the 
persons being baptized. 

I am not using this language to 
be boasting for I think in this ad- 
vanced age people ought to have 
enough sense to know how to be- 
have on such serious occasions. 
Robert Ingersoll, the great infidel, 
if present, would show the training 
of a gentlemen. I hope to have 
the best of order to-morrow and 
will call upon the officers of the 
law to see that good order is kept 
and if such should not be the case 
I shall consider the source from 
which it comes.

The New South-New Mineral 
Discoveries. 

Decatur, Ala., April 1 3, 1887. 

Mention has been made inci- 
dentally of the discovery of lar^c 
masses of iron ore within a few 
miles of Decatur. This ore was 
found in the foothills in different 
places within six miles of this 
town, and is easy of access. At 
one place a large body of ore and 
a vein five feet in thickness is in 
sight, and extends down an un- 
known distance into the earth. 
Steps arc being taken to develop 
the vein, and to discover its ex- 
tent as soon as possible. A spec 
imen from another locality within 
five miles of Decatur was brought 
in and found to be a very fine 
looking red fossiliferons ore. A 
most remarkable feature about it 
was brought to light when it was 
sent to Birmingham to be analyzed 
Mr. Alfred T. Braniard, the well 
known analytical chemist and as- 
sayist of Birmingham, reported 
that this ore contains 55 per cent, 
of metali* iron, and, most im- 
portant of all, contains but one 
twentieth of 1 per cent, of phos- 
phorous. He reports that on ac- 
count of the small amount of 
phosphorous in the ore, it is a first- 
class Bessemer steel ore. This 
is the only ore that has been dis- 
covered in Alabama that would 
make Bessemer steel, and, if upon 
further developments it proves to 
exist in large quantities as fossili 
ferous ore usually does, it will be 
the most important discovery of 
the year. This will make Decatur 
the center of the steel producing 
area in the South. 

Steps are being taken to de- 
velop this as rapidly as possible. 
After a long and unsuccessful 
search for material that will pro- 
duce steel, it would seem that the 
country around Decatur will yet be 
the Eldorado of the steel makers
